SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Gilford: 

"We  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  herewith  the  annual 
reports  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer,  also  the  re- 
ports of  the  Town  Clerk,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds,  and  the  several  other  Town  Officers  and 
Committees,  and  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1927. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  submit,  in  the  annual 
Town  Report,  a  budget  for  the  ensuing  year,  showing 
appropriations  that  seem  advisable,  after  carefully  con- 
sidering the  needs  of  our  town. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  built  another  section  of 
our  Trunk  Line  Highway,  and  we  can  begin  to  realize 
that  the  time  is  not  very  far  ahead  when  the  Winne- 
pesaukee  Road  will  be  completed.  The  work  on  this 
road  seems  to  be  progressing  satisfactorily  to  the  State 
and  Federal  engineers,  and  we  believe  the  town  should 
continue  to  make  the  required  appropriations  in  order 
that  the  work  may  go  on. 

A  new  bridge  has  been  constructed  on  Gunstock  Brook, 
to  replace  the  one  known  as  "Hunter  Bridge."  This 
bridge  was  built  by  the  State  and  Town  jointly,  under 
authority  given  the  Selectmen  at  the  last  town  meeting,, 
to  apply  for  State  Aid  for  Bridges.  A  detailed  report 
of  the  cost  of  construction  will  be  found  elsewhere  in 
this  report.

We  advise  careful  consideration  of  all  articles  in  the 
Warrant  calling  for  appropriations.  Upon  authority 
given  at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  the  Selectmen,  after 
giving  the  matter  very  careful  consideration,  decided 
that  the  practical  and  economical  way  to  keep  our  roads 
open  for  winter  traffic  was  the  purchase  of  a  tractor  and 
plow.  Accordingly  a  contract  was  made  with  the  Mead- 
Morrison  Manufacturing  Company  for  the  purchase  of  a 
machine,  subject  to  the  action  of  the  town  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  March.  We  believe  the  tractor  has  demon- 
strated its  value,  and  will  be  considered  a  necessary  ad- 
dition to  our  highway  equipment. 

Early  in  the  year.  Town  Clerk  Leon  E.  Morrill,  ten- 
dered his  resignation,  and  the  same  was  accepted  by  the 
Selectmen.  We  believe  that  we  were  very  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  former  Town  Clerk  Louis  E. 
Eoe  to  fill  out  the  year. 

The  audit  of  Mr.  Morrill's  accounts  shows  that  he  owes 
the  town  $1,408.83.  This  has  not  been  settled,  owing  to 
the  unfortunate  condition  of  his  health.

There  are  but  five  schools  in  session  this  current  school 
year,  namely,  Intervale,  Village,  No.  Nine,  No.  Twelve, 
and  Lily  Pond.  The  East  Gilford  and  Lake  Shore  Park 
schools  have  been  closed  because  of  the  small  number  of 
pupils  in  each  of  these  communities.  At  the  present  time 
there  is  but  one  pupil  who  would  naturally  attend  a  school 
at  East  Gilford.  This  pupil  is  boarded  by  the  school  board 
in  the  village  and  attends  the  Village  School.  Six  pupils 
are  conveyed  from  the  Lake  Shore  Park  community  to 
the  Intervale  School.  The  enrollment  in  our  five  schools 
at  the  time  of  opening  last  September  was  ninety-eight, 
but  the  number  has  now  dropped  to  eighty-eight.  Just 
one-half  (forty-four)  of  the  pupils  attending  our  schools 
were  born  in  Gilford,  thirty-seven  were  born  elsewhere 
in  New  Hampshire,  five  elsewhere  in  the  United  States, 
and  two  outside  of  the  United  States. 

There  are  also  seventeen  Gilford  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
grades  in  Laconia,  twenty-three  in  the  Laconia  High 
School,  one  at  Alton,  and  one  at  Tilton  School.  Our  total 
school  population  is  one  hundred  forty. 

As  indicated  above  there  are  twenty-five  pupils  in  high 
school  whose  tuition  is  paid  by  Gilford,  and  the  approxi- 
mate cost  this  year  will  be  $2,000.  I  see  no  prospect  of  a 
decrease  in  the  number  attending  high  schools  this  next 
year. 

The  Laconia  school  system  is  built  on  what  is  known 
as  the  6-6  plan,  six  years  of  elementary  school  work  and 
six  years  of  high  or  secondary  school  work.  Pupils  grad- 
uating from  our  eighth  grade  are  somewhat  handicapped 
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as  they  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  ninth  grade,  or  the  first 
year  of  the  High  School  proper,  at  Laconia.  They  have 
not  had  the  same  training  as  the  Laconia  boys  and  girls 
receive  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  organized  as  a 
Junior  High  School.  I  feel  that  the  School  Board  would 
be  justified  in  adopting  the  policy  another  year  of  paying 
the  tuition  of  any  of  our  seventh  and  eighth  grade  children 
who  care  to  attend  a  Junior  High  School  at  Laconia.

The  Village  School  building  was  remodelled  during  the 
•summer  vacation.  The  school  room  is  now  much  more 
attractive  and  more  easily  heated.  The  old  unsanitary  out- 
house was  discarded  and  chemical  toilets  installed.  The 
cost  of  these  improvements  was  approximately  $700.  The 
district  received  this  year  as  its  share  of  the  State  Equaliza- 
tion Fund  $496.55.  Because  of  the  increase  in  the  Equal- 
ized Valuation  of  Gilford  and  the  decrease  in  the  expendi- 
tures for  our  elementary  schools,  Gilford  will  receive  no 
State  Aid  next  year.
